PRINCIPAL  CHANGES  IN  THE  ESTIMATES. 

Office  of  the  Secretary. — Two  skilled  laborers,  at  $840  each,  have  been  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll  of  the  office  of  the  Secretary  from  the  statutory  roll  of  the  Division  of  Publi- 
cations, the  latter  roll  being  decreased  accordingly.  One  special  agent  and  agrostologist  at  $3,000,  one  mechanic  at  $1,200,  and  one  skilled  laborer  at  $960,  have  also  been  added,  and 
the  following  promotions  are  submitted:  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  $1,000;  chief  clerk,  $500;  appointment  clerk,  $250;  six  law  clerks,  8250  each;  four  law  clerks,  $200  each; 
and  one  clerk,  $400. 

An  increase  of  $2,000  is  submitted  in  the  lump  fund  for  extra  labor  and  emergency  employment. 

Weather  Bureau. — The  statutory  roll  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  19  new  places,  aggregating  $14,050,  and  promotions  of  $200  for  one  electrician  and  $60  for  one  copyist 
or  typewriter  are  submitted. 

The  increase  for  miscellaneous  expenses  is  $31,500,  of  which  sum  $16,000  is  desired  for  field  salaries,  $2,000  for  instruments  required  in  the  frost  investigation  work  being  conducted 
in  the  fruit,  corn,  and  wheat  sections  of  the  country,  $2,500  for  additional  traveling  expenses,  and  $11,000  for  the  employment  of  special  observers  in  connection  with  fruit  investigations, 
the  frost- warning  service,  and  the  river  and  flood  service.  Provisions  are  requested  to  facilitate  the  interchange  of  employees  between  the  city  of  Washington  and  the  field,  and  the 
payment  of  traveling  expenses  of  employees  transferred  from  one  station  to  another. 

Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. — The  statutory  roll  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  three  clerks  at  $1,000  each,  the  transfer  of  five  places,  aggregating  $4,420,  from  general 
expenses,  and  the  following  promotions:  Chief  of  bureau,  $1,000;  chief  clerk,  $250;  one  clerk,  $200;  and  one  clerk,  $180. 

The  increase  for  miscellaneous  expenses  is  $153, 100.  Of  this  sum,  $54,000  is  desired  for  inspection  and  quarantine  work,  the  larger  part  of  the  increase  to  be  used  in  the  eradication 
of  tuberculosis  among  domestic  animals;  $50,000  for  more  extended  cooperation  with  various  Southern  States  desirous  of  eradicating  cattle  ticks  within  their  boundaries;  $23,100  for 
extending  research  work  now  under  way  on  various  dairy  problems  and  in  inaugurating  some  new  work  of  this  character:  $25,000,  and  additional  authority  of  law,  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  introduction  into,  or  interstate  shipment  in,  the  United  States  of  dangerous  or  worthless  viruses,  serums,  toxins,  and  analogous  products,  for  use  in  the  treatment  of 
domestic  animals.  Provisions  are  also  submitted  to  give  the  department  continuous  jurisdiction  over  shipments  of  live  stock  from  quarantined  areas  to  their  destination,  and 
authorizing  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  prepare  and  sell  at  cost  pathological  and  zoological  specimens  to  scientists  and  others  engaged  in  the  work  of  hygiene  and  sanitation. 

An  increase  of  $300,000  annually  is  also  requested  to  extend  operations  of  the  department  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  meat-inspection  law  and  to  provide 
adequate  salaries  for  employees  engaged  in  that  work. 

Bureau  of  Plant  Industry. — Forty-four  employees,  with  salaries  aggregating  $38,340,  have  been  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll  from  the  lump-fund  appropriations,  which  appro- 
priations have  been  reduced  accordingly;  15  new  places,  with  salaries  aggregating  $22,220,  have  been  added;  17  places,  with  salaries  aggregating  $18,060,  have  been  omitted,  and 
$2,060  is  submitted  to  provide  for  6 promotions,  one  of  which  is  a promotion  of  $1,000  for  the  chief  of  bureau. 

The  increase  for  general  expenses  is  $475,020,  and  is  desired  for  the  purpose  of  moderately  extending  the  various  activities  of  the  bureau,  particularly  those  in  connection  with 
farm  management  investigations  and  farmers’  cooperative  demonstrations,  $150,000  additional  being  requested  under  the  former  and  $75,000  under  the  latter  head. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  amount  estimated  for  congressional  seed  distribution,  but  the  item  for  foreign  seed  and  plant  introduction  has  been  transferred  to  the  appropriation  for 
general  expenses  and  the  item  for  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  drought-resistant  field  seeds  through  the  dry-land  sections  of  the  United  States  has  been  transferred  to  the  appro- 
priation for  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  valuable  seeds. 

Forest  Service—  Three  forest  supervisors,  at  $2,000  each,  have  been  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll  from  the  lump-fund  appropriation,  which  has  been  reduced  accordingly; 
11  places,  with  salaries  aggregating  $11,900,  have  been  omitted;  4 new  places,  with  salaries  aggregating  $6,600,  have  been  added;  and  an  increase  of  $6,350  is  submitted  to  provide  for 
45  promotions,  one  of  which  is  a promotion  of  $1,000  for  the  Forester. 

The  increase  for  miscellaneous  expenses  is  $97,654.  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  is  submitted  for  the  administration  and  protection  of  additional  national  forests  created 
under  the  act  of  March  1,  1911;  S75,000  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  classify  agricultural  lands  in  the  forests,  as  provided  for  in  the  1913  agricultural  act;  and  small  amounts 
for  the  purchase  of  supplies  and  equipment,  for  experiments  and  investigations  of  range  conditions,  and  for  map  work.  The  item  of  $35,000  for  surveying  and  listing  lands  within 
forest  reserves  chiefly  valuable  for  agriculture  has  been  omitted.  Provisions  are  requested  reserving  to  the  United  States  rights  of  way  through  national  forest  lands  patented 
under  any  of  the  public  land  laws;  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  reimburse  owners  of  horses,  vehicles,  and  other  equipment  lost,  damaged,  or  destroyed  while  being 
used  for  lire  fighting,  trail,  or  official  business;  and  granting  to  employees  of  the  Forest  Service  engaged  in  office  work  in  cities  or  towns  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  in 
forest  supervisors’  offices,  or  on  permanent  duty  in  Alaska,  the  same  privileges  regarding  leaves  of  absence  as  are  now  enjoyed  by  Government  employees  in  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Bureau  of  Chemistry. — The  statutory  roll  has  been  increased  by  the  transfer  of  5 employees,  with  salaries  aggregating  $6,400,  from  the  lump-fund  appropriation  for  food  and 
drugs,  which  fund  has  been  reduced  accordingly;  by  the  addition  of  12  new  places,  with  salaries  aggregating  $18,400;  and  by  $1,000  to  provide  for  the  promotion  of  the  chief  of 
bureau.  Four  places,  with  salaries  aggregating  $5,600,  have  been  omitted. 

The  increase  for  miscellaneous  expenses  is  $150,000,  of  which  amount  $15,000  is  submitted  for  investigations  in  agricultural  chemistry,  $10,000  for  collaborative  work  with  other- 
departments,  and  $125,000  for  additional  work  in  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  the  food  and  drugs  act.  Changes  of  language  in  the  appropriation  for  general  expenses  are 
submitted,  so  as  to  appropriate  specific  amounts  for  the  classes  of  work  authorized  therein,  and  to  make  the  appropriation  entirely  by  lines  of  work  or  activities. 

Bureau  of  Soils. — An  increase  of  $1,000  is  submitted  in  the  salary  of  the  chief  of  bureau,  and  three  new  places,  with  salaries  aggregating  $4,000,  have  been  added.  Two  places, 
with  salaries  aggregating  $1,880,  have  also  been  added  by  transfer  from  the  lump  fund,  which  has  been  reduced  accordingly. 

The  increase  for  miscellaneous  expenses  is  $66,400,  of  which  sum  $31,400  is  requested  to  extend  the  work  of  the  soil  survey,  §20,000  to  enable  the  bureau  to  cooperate  with  the  F orest 
Service  in  the  classification  of  agricultural  lands  within  national  forests,  $10,000  for  extending  exploration  work  to  determine  possible  sources  of  supply  of  fertilizer  material,  and 
$5,000  to  provide  for  biochemical  work  connected  with  the  transforming  and  formation  of  soilTiumus  by  soil  organisms. 

Bureau  of  Entomology. — On  the  statutory  roll  promotions  of  $500  for  the  chief  of  bureau  and  $250  for  1 executive  assistant  are  submitted;  1 executive  assistant  at  $2,000,  1 clerk 
of  class  3,  1 clerk  of  class  1,  and  1 clerk  at  81,000  have  been  added;  while  two  clerks  at  $900  each  and  one  clerk  at  $840  have  been  omitted. 

The  increase  for  miscellaneous  expenses  is  $67,410,  of  which  amount  $15,160  is  requested  because  of  the  gradually  increasing  territory  to  be  covered  by  employees  of  the  bureau 
engaged  in  the  work  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  gypsy  and  brown-tail  moths;  a new  item  of  $10,000  to 'provide  for  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  Washington  office  connected 
with  the  general  administrative  work  relating  to  the  various  appropriations  under  general  expenses  and  preventing  the  spread  of  moths;  and  the  remainder  for  moderate  and  neces- 
sary increases  in  the  other  lines  of  activity  in  which  the  bureau  is  engaged. 

Bureau  of  Biological  Survey. — On  the  statutory  roll  a promotion  of  $500  is  submitted  for  the  chief  of  bureau;  two  new  places,  -with  salaries  aggregating  $3,000,  have  been  added; 
and  there  have  also  been  added,  by  transfer  from  the  lump  fund,  1 clerk  of  class  1 and  1 charwoman  at  $240. 

Considering  salaries  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  and  the  omission  of  the  provisions  for  the  Wind  Cave  National  Game  Preserve  and  the  winter  game  (elk)  reserve  in  Wyo- 
ming, there  is  an  actual  increase  of  $49, 140  under  miscellaneous  expenses.  Of  this  sum,  $6,000  is  requested  for  use  in  enforcing  laws  relating  to  interstate  commerce  in  game;  SS,000  for 
maintenance  of  the  Montana  national  bison  range  and  other  reservations  in  charge  of  the  Biological  Survey:  $5,000  for  controlling  prairie  dogs  on  the  public  domain;  $12,000  for 
controlling  ground  squirrels  on  public  lands  in  California  in  connection  with  the  suppression  of  the  bubonic  plague;  $1,000  for  studying  the  relation  of  birds  to  the  cotton  boll  weevil 
and  the  imported  alfalfa  weevil ; $4,000  for  investigations  and  experiments  in  connection  with  the  rearing  of  fur-bearing  animals;  810,000  for  field  investigations  of  birds  and  mammals ; 
and  $3,140  for  general  administrative  expenses 

Division  of  Accounts  and  Disbursements.— Increases  of  $250  and  $200  are  submitted  in  the  salary  of  the  cashier  and  chief  clerk  and  that  of  one  accountant  and  bookkeeper,  respec- 
tively, but  as  one  clerk  at  $900  has  been  omitted,  there  is  a decrease  o)  $450  in  this  appropriation. 

Division  of  Publications. — Promotions,  aggregating  $1,350,  are  requested,  one  of  which  is  that  of  $500  for  the  chief  of  division;  2 new  places,  aggregating  $2,900,  have  been  added; 
2 skilled  laborers,  at  $840  each,  have  been  transferred  to  the  Secretary’s  roll,  and  37  places,  with  salaries  aggregating  $31,460,  have  been  omitted,  as  the  mailing  of  publications  for 
public  distribution,  formerly  done  by  the  division , will  now'  be  performed  by  the  Public  Printer. 

For  the  same  reason,  there  is  a decrease  of  $6,750  in  the  amount  for  miscellaneous  expenses. 

Bureau  of  Statistics. — An  increase  of  $500  is  submitted  in  the  salary  of  the  chief  of  bureau,  and  3 clerks,  at  $1,000  each,  have  been  add,ed. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  amount  for  miscellaneous  expenses.  The  provision  directing  the  Secretary  to  secure  reports  on  systems  of  marketing  farm  products  has  been  omitted. 

Library  — Promotions  of  $500  for  the  librarian  and  $120  each  for  2 messengers,  messenger  boys,  or  laborers,  are  submitted,  and  1 assistant  librarian,  at  $2,000,  and  1 clerk,  at  $1,000 
have  been  added,  the  latter  by  transfer  from  the  lump  fund,  which  appropriation  has  been  reduced  accordingly. 

The  increase  for  miscellaneous  expenses  is  $2,000.  which  is  submitted  to  enable  the  library  to  keep  pace  with  the  growth  and  work  of  the  department  and  more  adequately  to 
meet  the  increasing  demands  made  upon  the  library  from  year  to  year. 

Contingent  expenses'. — There  is  no  change  in  this  appropriation,  but  new  language  is  requested  to  give  the  department  specific  authority  to  participate  in  exhibitions  and  fairs 
and  defray  expenses  incurred  in  the  preparation,  transportation,  and  care  of  exhibits. 

Rent  in  the  District  of  Columbia. — There  is  no  change  in  the  total  amount  of  this  appropriation,  but  adjustments  to  meet  present  conditions  have  been  made  in  the  amounts 
specified  for  the  several  bureaus. 

Bureau  of  Experiment  Stations.— The  statutory  roll  has  been  increased  by  the  transfer  of  5 places,  with  salaries  aggregating  $5,800,  from  the  lump-fund  appropriations,  and  one 
new'  place,  at  $1,800,  has  also  been  added.  In  addition,  promotions  of  $500  for  the  director,  $200  for  1 draftsman,  and  $100  for  each  of  2 clerks,  are  requested. 

The  increase  submitted  for  miscellaneous  expenses  is  $55,690,  $5,000  of  which  is  to  provide  for  the  increase  of  business  in  relation  with  agricultural  experiment  stations,  85,000 
to  reestablish  the  live-stock  investigations  in  Alaska,  $7,240  to  extend  the  work  in  connection  with  farmers’  institutes  and  agricultural  schools,  $3,000  to  prepare  popular  bulletins 
on  the  economical  and  effective  utilization  of  agricultural  products  as  human  food,  820,450  for  increased  work  in  connection  with  irrigation  investigations,  and  $15,000  for  general

Note  1. — There  is  an  increase  of  $31,500  in  the  above  appropriation,  as  follows: 

An  increase  of  $16,000  is  submitted  for  field  salaries.  Of  this  amount  $10,000  is  needed  in  order  that  the 
entrance  salary  for  observers  may  be  made  not  less  than  $900  per  annum.  The  present  salary  is  $720  per 
annum.  It  has  been  impossible  to  secure  the  number  and  class  of  employees  that  are  necessary  for  the  work, 
because  of  this  low  entrance  rate.  This  fact  was  emphasized  by  the  results  of  the  last  examination  held  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  when  only  12  eligibles  were  secured  as  the  result  of  the  examination  held 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  an  increase  of  $6,000  is  submitted  for  the  employment  of  additional 
observers  wrho  shall  be  assigned  to  night  duty  along  coast  stations,  as  a protection  and  safeguard  against  the 
approach  of  dangerous  storms  from  the  oceans.  Premonition  of  such  storms  is  given  by  the  automatic  report- 
ing instruments  in  the  Weather  Bureau  offices,  and  it  occasionally  occurs  that  storms  of  a most  serious  char- 
acter approach  during  the  night;  and  if  employees  can  be  placed  on  duty  during  the  night  hours  at  such 
stations  many  hours’  warning  can  be  given,  with  enormous  saving  in  property.  The  words  “national  fore- 
casters” have  also  been  added  to  this  subappropriation. 

An  increase  of  $2,000  is  submitted  for  instruments  required  in  the  frost  and  investigation  work  that  is  being 
conducted  in  the  fruit  and  com  and  wheat  sections  of  the  country.  There  has  been  enormous  demand  for 
this  sort  of  work,  and  the  results  already  gained  promise  large  benefits  to  the  horticultural,  trucking,  and 
similar  interests  of  the  country. 

An  increase  of  $2,500  is  submitted  for  additional  traveling  expenses.  For  several  years,  by  the  exercise  of 
rigid  economy,  the  amount  allowed  for  traveling  expenses  for  the  V.  eather  Bureau  has  not  been  increased; 
but  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  it  will  be  impossible,  on  account  of  the  many  lines  of  new  work,  as  well 
as  the  increase  in  stations,  to  properly  carry  on  the  work  of  the  service  without  a slight  increase  in  the  expenses 
for  traveling. 

An  increase  of  811,000  is  submitted  for  investigations  and  substations.  Of  this  amount,  $6,000  is  needed 
for  the  employment  of  special  observers  who  will  be  employed  in  connection  with  the  fruit  investigations  and 
frost-warning  service,  which  is  being  extended  through  the  fruit  and  cereal  growing  sections  of  the  country, 
and  $5,000  will  be  needed  for  the  employment  of  special  observers  required  in  reporting  the  stages  of  rivers, 
as  it  is  desired  to  establish  new  stations  in  some  18  different  States  with  a view  of  perfecting  the  present 
system. 

A new  paragraph  has  been  inserted  to  cover  the  interchange  of  employees  between  the  city  of  Washington 
and  the  field,  and  the  payment  of  traveling  expenses  of  employees  transferred  from  one  station  to  another. 
The  work  carried  on  by  the  Weather  Bureau  is  of  such  a character  as  to  render  it  desirable  that  its  officials 
and  employees  at  the  central  office  should  be  fully  familiar  with  the  work  performed  at  field  stations,  and  vice 
versa.  Under  the  application  of  existing  civil-service  rules  there  is  no  difficulty  about  transferring  employees 
from  the  city  of  Washington  to  the  field,  but  under  existing  laws  and  regulations  a transfer  from  the  field  force 
to  the  city  of  Washington  is  rendered  difficult  and  often  impossible.  Under  the  present  ruling  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury  an  employee  transferred  from  one  station  to  another  with  either  a promotion  or  reduction  in 
salary,  or  whose  status  or  designation  is  changed  without  any  change  in  salary,  can  not  be  paid  his  traveling 
expenses  if  a new  appointment  is  issued  to  him,  as  such  appointment  is  held  to  create  a new  position,  and  the 
employee  is  required  to  report  for  duty  at  his  new  station  without  expense  to  the  Government.  Changes  in 
salary  or  status  are  often  necessarily  incident  to  the  transfer  of  employees  from  one  station  to  another,  and  the 
/application  of  this  ruling  is  highly  embarrassing  to  the  official  administration  of  the  bureau.  The  proposed 
paragraph  will  be  a great  gain  toward  efficiency  in  the  operation  of  the  Weather  Bureau.

All  licences  issued  under  author- 
ity of  this  act  to  establishments  where  such  viruses,  serums,  toxins,  or  analogous  products 
are  prepared  for  sale,  barter,  exchange,  or  shipment  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  issued  on 
condition  that  the  licensee  shall  permit  the  inspection  of  such  establishments  and  of  such  prod- 
ucts and  their  preparation;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  suspend  or  revoke  any  permit 
or  license  issued  under  authority  of  this  act,  after  opportunity  for  hearing  has  been  granted 
the  licensee  or  importer,  when  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  satisfied  that  such  license  or  permit 
is  being  used  to  facilitate  or  effect  the  preparation,  sale,  barter,  exchange,  or  shipment  as  afore- 
said or  the  importation  into  the  United  States  of  any  worthless,  contaminated,  dangerous,  or 
harmful  virus,  serum,  toxin,  or  analogous  product  for  use  in  the  treatment  of  domestic  animals. 

That  any  officer,  agent,  or  employee  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  duly  authorized  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose  may  at  any  hour  during  the  daytime  or  nighttime, 
enter  and  inspect  any  establishment  licensed  under  this  act  where  any  virus,  serum,  toxin,  or 
analogous  product  for  use  in  the  treatment  of  domestic  animals  is  prepared  for  sale,  barter, 
exchange,  or  shipment  as  aforesaid.  That  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  who  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

That  there  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated, to  be  expended  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  direct,  for  the  purposes  and  objects  of 
this  act,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  which  appropriation  shall  become  available 
on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  may  be  expended  at  any  time  before  July 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen 25, 000.

Note.  L— There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  appropriation  of  8148,680,  but  adding  the  saving  of  sala- 
ries of  three  clerks  at  $1,000  each,  one  clerk  at  $720,  and  one  clerk  at  $700  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  the 
actual  increase  is  $153,100,  as  follows: 

A net  increase  of  $54,000  is  submitted  for  inspection  and  quarantine,  but  adding  the  saving  in  salary  of  one 
clerk  at  81,000  transferred  from  this  fund  to  the  statutory  roll,  the  actual  increase  is  $55,000.  With  part  of  this 
sum  it  is  proposed  that  the  salaries  of  a number  of  veterinary  inspectors  in  charge  shall  be  increased,  witli  cor- 
responding increases  in  the  lower  grades.  As  explained  under  the  head  of  Meat  Inspection,  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  retain  in  the  Government  employ  experienced  and  capable  employees  without  recognising  their 
services  by  reasonable  promotions.  Without  such  employees  the  work  suffers  during  the  period  that  employ- 
ees at  the  entrance  salaries  are  becoming  adapted  to  their  work.  The  larger  part  of  the  proposed  increase, how- 
ever, is  submitted  in  order  that  the  important  work  of  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  among  domestic  animals 
may  be  extended,  especially  by  tuberculin  testing  and  by  the  establishment  of  pure-bred  herds  tree  from  tu- 
berculosis. Three  thousand  dollars  ol  this  sum  is  required  for  the  construction  of  a suitable  house  at  the  United 
States  Animal  Quarantine  Station  for  the  port  of  Boston,  at  Littleton,  Mass.,  for  the  dwelling  of  the  superin- 
tendent. The  department  recently  purchased  a tract  of  31  acres  for  this  purpose  and  equipped  it  with  suitable 
barns.  It  has  been  found  essential  for  the  efficient  administration  of  the  station  that  the  superintendent  live  on 
the' ground. 

The  additional  provision  of  law  submitted  under  this  head  is  considered  necessary  in  order  that  the  depart- 
ment may  have  continuous  jurisdiction  over  shipments  of  livestock  from  quarantined  areas  to  destination  when 
the  live  stock  passes  over  several  different  railroads  en  route.  As  the  result  of  certain  decisions  of  the  courts  in 
Tecent  cases,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  without  power  to  control  the  treatment,  handling,  method, and 
manner  of  shipment,  etc.,  of  cattle  and  other  live  stock  in  the  course  oi  interstate  transportation  by  rail  after 
such  shipments  have  been  moved  from  quarantined  States  and  have  been  received  by  connecting  carriers  in 
Stales  which  are  not  quarantined.

The  effect  of  the  act,  as  construed  by  these  decisions,  is  to  restrict  its  provisions  relating  to  the  movement  of 
live  slock  by  rail  to  those  carriers  which  transport  such  shipments  out  of  the  quarantined  State,  and  to  exempt 
subsequent  connecting  carriers  from  the  provisions  of  the  act  and  regulations  made  thereunder.  The  inade- 
quacy of  the  statute  in  its  present  form  to  accomplish  its  ultimate  object  and  purpose— the  suppression  and  pre- 
vention of  the  spread  of  contagious,  etc.,  diseases  of  live  stock— is  apparent. 

An  increase  of  $50,900  is  submitted  for  eradicating  cattle  ticks.  This  increase  is  submitted  in  order  that  the 
work  may  be  expedited  and  the  territory  of  tick-infested  States  more  rapidly  cleaned  up.  As  the  work  pro- 
gresses those  counties  oi  the  various  Southern  States  desirous  of  eradicating  ticks  within  their  boundaries  are 
increasing  in  number  and  it  is  considered  highly  important  that  the  department  be  able  to  cooperate  with  such 
counties  to  the  fullest  extent. 

A net  increase  of  $22,100  is  submitted  under  Dairy  Industry,  but  adding  the  saving  in  salary  of  1 clerk  at 
$1,000  transferred  from  this  fund  to  the  statutory  roll,  the  actual  increase  is  $23,100.  Trie  additional  sum  asked 
for  is  desired  for  use  in  extending  the  research  work  now  under  way  on  various  dairy  problems  and  in  inaugurat- 
ing some  new  work  of  this  character.  Ice  cream  and  evaporated  and  condensed  milk  offer  a very  extensive 
field  for  valuable  research  work  and  one  that  is  practically  untouched.  Educational  work  among  the  farmers 
can  also  be  increased  to  great  advantage,  particularly  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  and  Pacific  Coast  States. 

An  increase  of  $25,000  is  submitted  and  additional  authority  of  law  is  asked  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
introduction  into  the  United  States  of  dangerous  or  worthless  products,  some  of  which  products 
may  be  the  means  of  introducing  diseases  not  now  known  in  the  United  States:  also  for  the  purpose  of  control- 
ling thp  use  by  preventing  the  interstate  shipment  of  similar  dangerous  or  worthless  products  that  may  be  man- 
ufactured within  the  United  States. 

Apparent  decrease  under  administrative  expenses  is  $2,420,  but  taking  into  consideration  the  salaries  of  1 
clerk  at  $1,000,  1 clerk  at  $720,  and  1 clerk  at  $700,  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  there  is  no  charge  in 
the  amount  of  the  appropriation.

Note  1.— This  is  a new  item  and  an  increase  of  $300,000.  It  has  been  demonstated  that  increased  funds  to  the 
amount  of  the  increase  asked  for  are  needed  to  efficiently  carry  on  this  work,  not  only  because  the  work  is  expand- 
ing, but  chiefly  because  with  the  sum  now  provided  proper  increases  in  salary  can  not  be  given  to  experienced 
employees.  The  total  number  of  employees  is  about  2,400.  The  average  salary  is  low.  It  is  impossible  to  prop- 
erly conduct  the  inspection  without  retaining  in  the  service  such  experienced  and  valuable  employees.  Unless 
promotions  are  made  many  of  these  employees  will  leave  the  service  and  their  places  necessarily  will  be  filled  by 
others  inexperienced  and  more  or  less  inefficient.  Inspection  is  provided  for  reindeer  and  meat  and  meat-food 
products  thereof  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  cover  exportation  of  reindeer  from  Nome, 
Alaska,  to  Seattle,  Wash.

N ote  1. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  appropriation  of  $441,600,  but,  taking  into  consideration 
the  transfer  of  thirty-seven  employees  from  the  various  lump-fund  appropriations  under  general  expenses  to 
the  statutory  roll,  aggregating  $33,420,  the  actual  increase  is  $475,020,  as  follows: 

Pathological  laboratory:  An  increase  of  S5,000  is  recommended  to  meet  pressing  demands  for  pathological 
work  and  for  the  training  of  some  special  workers  in  plant  pathological  fields. 

Fruit  disease  investigations:  Apparent  increase,  $4,760,  but,  adding  the  saving  in  salary  of  one  employee 
transferred  from  this  fund  to  the  statutory  roll,  amounting  to  $240,  the  actual  increase  is  $5,000,  and  is  needed  to 
extend  the  spraying  work  in  the  field  and  for  the  study  of  citrus  fruit  diseases. 

Forest  pathology:  No  increase  recommended. 

Cotton  and  truck  disease  investigations:  An  increase  of  $8,000  is  submitted  to  care  for  the  demand  for  in- 
creased work  on  cotton  and  truck  crop  diseases,  the  additional  funds  being  highly  important  to  the  best  con- 
duct of  the  work. 

Crop  physiology  investigations:  Apparent  increase  $6,200,  but,  as  $1,200  of  this  amount  has  been  transferred 
from  farm  management  and  that  fund  reduced  accordingly,  the  actual  increase  is  $-5,000,  and  is  recommended 
to  enlarge  the  scope  of  investigations  of  dates  and  figs  and  work  on  cotton  with  the  Indians  in  cooperation  with 
other  oiliees  of  the  bureau. 

Soil  bacteriology  and  nutrition:  Apparent  increase  $9,160,  but,  as  $840  has  been  transferred  to  seed  testing 
laboratory,  the  actual  increase  is  810,000,  of  which  amount  it  is  proposed  to  use  $5,000  in  the  enlargement  of 
important  work  on  soil  bacteriology,  especially  with  reference  to  humus  formation  and  nitrogen  production. 
The  other  $5,000  is  needed  for  an  investigation  of  the  organisms  associated  with  plants  growing  in  acid  soils 
to  determine  their  value  and  usefulness  as  nitrogen  fixers. 

Crop  acclimatization:  An  increase  of  $10,000  is  recommended  to  properly  carry  out  important  work  which  has 
been  inaugurated  in  the  improvement  of  cotton  and  the  development  of  community  work  in  cotton  growing. 
This  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  cotton  interests  of  the  South. 

Drug  and  poisonous  plant  investigations:  Apparent  increase  511,400,  but  adding  the  salary  of  one  employee 
transferred  from  this  fund  to  the  statutory  roll,  amounting  to  $600,  the  actual  increase  is  S12.000,  and  is  recom- 
mended in  order  to  carry  out  certain  demonstrations  with  hot  peppers  and  certain  drug  plants  growing  under 
cultivation  in  order  to  establish  these  new  industries  upon  a commercial  basis;  also  to  extend  the  field  studies 
in  hop  growing  and  breeding,  and  for  undertaking  some  important  technical  laboratory  investigations  on  hop 
constituents;  also  to  carry  on  work  on  some  special  problems  connected  with  the  growing  of  camphor  in  this 
country. 

Crop  technology  and  filler  plant  investigations:  No  increase  recommended. 

Cotton  standardization  and  marketing:  Apparent  increase  $13,120,  but  adding  the  salaries  of  four  employees 
transferred  from  this  fund  to  the  statutory  roll,  amounting  to  $3,180,  the  actual  increase  is  $16,300,  and  is  recom- 
mended in  order  to  inaugurate  definite  work  in  connection  with  the  important  work  of  cooperative  cotton 
marketing,  concerning  which  preliminary  studies  are  being  made  this  year.  Communities  will  be  organized 
into  cooperative  associations  and  induced  to  handle  their  cotton  cooperatively.  The  insertion  of  the  word 
“marketing”  in  the  wording  of  the  item  is  also  recommended.  Certain  language  has  also  been  omitted  as 
indicated. 

Grain  standardization:  An  increase  of  $20,000  is  recommended,  $10,000  of  which  will  be  used  in  establishing 
standards  of  corn  grades,  and  $10,000  for  the  establishment  of  a laboratory  on  the  Pacific  coast.  The  opening 
of  the  Panama  Canal  will  no  doubt,  have  a marked  effect  upon  the  handling  of  grain  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  it 
it  is  believed  highly  important  that  a standardization  laboratory  should  be  located  there  in  order  to  assist  in 
working  out  the  numerous  problems  that  will  doubtless  arise

Biophysical  investigations:  An  increase  of  $8,000  is  recommended  to  be  especially  used  for  important  work 
in  the  West  in  connection  with  the  malnutrition  work,  the  object  of  which  is  to  determine  the  cause  of  the 
malnutrition  of  citrus  and  other  orchard  trees  in  irrigated  districts.  Urgent  appeals  have  been  received  for  the 
inauguration  of  work  of  this  character.  The  name  of  this  subappropriation  has  also  been  changed  to  bio- 
physical investigations. 

Special  seeds  and  plants,  $12,430.  This  item  has  been  tranferred  to  new  foreign  seed  item  under  general 
expenses.  Drought-resistant  seed,  $40,000.  This  item  has  been  transferred  to  the  purchase  and  distribution 
of  valuable  seeds  as  a special  clause  in  place  of  the  present  clause  providing  for  foreign  seed  and  plant  introduc- 
tion less  $1,000  covering  the  transfer  of  one  employee  to  the  statutory  roll.  Apparent  decrease,  $52,430. 

Seed-testing  laboratories:  Apparent  increase  $5,840,  but  as  $840  has  been  transferred  to  this  fund  from  Soil 
Bacteriology  and  Nutrition,  the  actual  increase  is  $5,000  and  is  recommended  for  the  establishment  of  an  addi- 
tional cooperative  seed-testing  laboratory  and  to  handle  the  additional  work  made  necessary  by  the  passage 
of  the  recent  act  of  Congress  prohibiting  the  importation  of  adulterated  seed  of  various  kinds' 

Cereal  investigations:  Apparent  increase,  S24,100,  but  adding  the  salary  of  one  employee  transferred  to  the 
statutory  roll,  amounting  to  $S40,  the  actual  increase  is  $25,000  and  is  recommended  in  order  to  enlarge  the  scope 
of  the  work  carried  on,  particularly  in  the  South,  where  there  has  been  a great  demand  for  definite  scientific 
investigations  of  cereals.  Considerable  money  is  beine;  spent  in  demonstration  work  with  cereals,  but  there  is  a 
great  deal  to  be  done  in  the  breeding  and  selection  of  better-  varieties  for  the  South.  A change  in  the  wording 
of  the  item  is  also  recommended  in  order  that  work  with  flax  for  seed  purposes  may  be  carried  on. 

Tobacco  investigations:  An  increase  of  $5,000  is  recommended  in  order  to  extend  the  work  in  the  Carolinas, 
Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  other  important  tobacco  centers.  The  demand  for  an  extension  of  the  tobacco 
work  in  the  States  named  has  been  very  pressing. 

Forage  crop  investigations:  An  increase  of  $15,000  is  recommended.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  forage  crop 
work  has  been  partly  supported  by  the  appropriation  for  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  valuable  seeds,  these 
funds  being  used  for' the  distribution  end  of  the  work.  The  work  has  become  more  scientific  in  its  nature,  how- 
ever, and  it  is  deemed  unwise  to  continue  to  use  any  of  the  seed  funds  for  the  work.  Important  work  in  the 
securing  of  new  varieties  of  forage  crops  for  the  Northwest  and  South  is  being  carried  on. 

Paper  plant  investigations:  Apparent  decrease,  $1,740,  but  this  amount  covers  the  transfer  of  two  employees 
to  the  statutory  roll,  and  therefore  is  no  change  in  the  amount  of  this  subappropriation. 

Alkali  and  drought  resistant  plant  breeding:  Apparent  increase  of  $1,140,  but  adding  thesalary  of  one  employee 
at  $720  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  the  actual  increase  is  $1,800,  and  is  recommended  to  undertake  coopera- 
tive studies  in  connection  with  the  relation  of  alkali  and  drought  to  the  malnutrition  of  irrigated  orchards,  and 
for  extending  the  investigations  in  connection  with  the  breeding  of  alkali-resistant  crops. 

Sugar  plant  investigations:  Apparent  increase,  $2,800,  but  adding  the  salaries  of  two  employees  transferred 
to  the  statutory  roll,  amounting  to  $2,200,  the  actual  increase  is  $5,000,  and  is  recommended  in  order  to  extend 
the  sugar  beet  work  to  California  and  other  points  in  the  dry  land  area  where  sugar  beet  culture  is  an  important 
industry. 

Taxonomic  and  range  investigations:  An  increase  of  $5,000  is  recommended  to  enable  the  office  to  undertake 
important  cooperative  work  in  connection  with  the  identification  and  utilization  of  plants  on  the  forest 
reserves.  A material  change  in  the  wordiug  of  the  item  has  also  been  recommended  in  order  to  more  clearly 
define  the  work  carried  on. 

Farm  management  investigations:  Apparent  increase,  $135,700,  but,  adding  the  salaries  of  11  employees 
transferred  to  the  statutory  “roll,  amounting  to  $13,100,  and  the  amount  transferred  to  erop  physiology, 
$1,200,  the  actual  increase  is  $150,000.  The  funds  available  for  the  farm  management  work  in  the  Northern 
States  for  the  present  year  have  been  found  inadequate  to  meet  the  urgent  demands  which  have  been  made 
by  State  and  local  authorities  for  the  inauguration  of  cooperative  field  studies  and  demonstrations.  Many 
requests  for  work  and  offers  of  cooperation  can  not  be  met  until  the  funds  are  materially  increased. 

Farmers’  cooperative  demonstration  work:  An  increase  of  $75,000.  The  demand  for  demonstration 
work  in  the  South  continues  to  grow,  and  as  the  cotton-boll  weevil  spreads  eastward  the  territory  affected  by 
the  weevil  is  constantly  increasing.  In  order  to  inaugurate  work  in  these  sections,  as  well  as  to  meet  the 
urgent  need  for  an  enlargement  of  the  work  already  in  progress,  a material  increase  in  the  funds  available 
for  the  work  will  be  required. 

Dry  land  agriculture:  No  increase  is  recommended, but  it  is  recommended  that  the  present  wording  author- 
izing the  purchase  of  land,  etc.,  for  the  establishment  of  a station  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  Great  Plains 
area  (which  has  been  located  at  Mandan,  N.  Dak.)  be  omitted,  the  general  wording  of  the  item  author- 
izing the  dry  land  agriculture  work  being  sufficient  for  carrying  on  the  work  at  Mandan  and  other  dry  land 
stations. 

Clearing  and  utilization  of  “logged-off”  lands.  No  change. 

Western  irrigation  agriculture:  Apparent  increase  $7,020,  but,  adding  the  salaries  of  four  employees  trans- 
ferred to  the  statutory' roll,  amounting  to  $2,980,  the  actual  increase  is  $10,000,  and  is  recommended,  to  be 
used  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  extension  of  important  work  on  cotton  production  in  the  Southwest, 
-especially  Egyptian  cotton,  and  the  enlargement  of  the  work  at  some  of  the  stations  on  the  reclamation  projects. 

Pomological  investigations:  Apparent  increase  of  $12,580,  but,  adding  the  salaries  of  five  employees  trans- 
ferred to  the  statutory  roll,  amounting  to  $4,420,  the  actual  increase  is  $17,000.  Of  this  amount  $5,000  will  be  ) 
used  in  connection  with  the  standardization  and  identification  of  fruits  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  varietal 
orchard  at  Arlington.  The  funds  available  for  this  work  heretofore  have  been  entirely  insufficient.  $12,000 
of  the  increase  is  desired  in  connection  with  the  fruit  handling,  marketing,  and  storage,  work,  chiefly  for  the 
purpose  of  inaugurating  important  experiments  in  the,  handling  of  fruit  for  export.  Additional  funds  are  also 
required  in  connection  with  the  viticultural  and  nut  culture  investigations  and  for  extending  the  pomological 
breeding  work  which  was  inaugurated  in  California  about  three  years  ago. 

Experimental  gardens  and  grounds:  Apparent  decrease $600, but, adding  the  salary  of  one  employee  at  $600, 
transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  there  is  no  change  in  this  subappropriation. 

Arlington  farm  and  horticulture:  Apparent  increase  $19,040.  but  adding  the  salaries  of  two  employees  trans- 
ferred to  the  statutory  roll,  amounting  to  S960,  the  actual  increase  is  $20,000.  It  is  proposed  to  use  at  least 
$10,000  of  this  amount  in  carrying  to  a successful  issue  the  very  important  work  which  is  now  being  carried  on 
to  improve  the  quality  and  production  of  potatoes  in  this  country.  It  is  also  desired  to  extend  the  peanut 
work  in  the  South.  The  culture  of  peanuts  in  certain  portions  of  the  weevil-infested  area  is  rapidly  becoming 
an  important  industry.  It  is  further  desired  to  extend  the  work  already  under  way  in  the  growing,  handling, 
and  marketing  of  horticultural  crops. 

Foreign  seed  and  plant  introduction:  This  is  a new  item  and  an  apparent  increase  of  $93,290,  but  deducting 
the  amount  transferred  from  purchase  and  distribution  of  valuable  seeds  (foreign  seeds),  $55,860,  and  the 
amount  transferred  from  special  seeds,  $12,430,  the  increase  is  $22,120,  to  which  should  be  added  the  salaries  of 
four  employees  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  amounting  to  $2,880,  making  the  actual  increase  $25,000.  This 
item  has  heretofore  been  carried  as  a proviso  under  the  appropriation  for  the  Purchase  and  distribution  of 
valuable  seeds,  but  as  the  work  is  becoming  more  investigational  in  its  nature,  it  is  highly  desirable  and 
important  that  it  be  more  closely  associated  with  the  other  scientific  and  investigational  offices  of  the  bureau. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  it  be  transferred  from  the  appropriation  for  the  Purchase  and  distribution 
of  valuable  seeds  and  made  an  item  under  the  appropriation  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  bureau,  the 
wording  of  the  item  to  be  as  follows: 

“For  investigations  in  foreign  seed  and  plant  introduction,  including  the  study,  collection,  purchase,  test- 
ing, propagation,  and  distribution  of  rare  and  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants 
from  foreign  countries  and  from  our  possessions,  and  for  experiments  with  reference  to  their  introduction  and 
cultivation  in  this  country.” 

It  is  also  recommended,  furthermore,  that  the  item  under  general  expenses,  known  as  “Special  seeds  and 
plants,”  be  omitted,  and  the  money.  $12,430,  added  to  the  foreign  seed  item  under  general  expenses.  There  is 
a proviso  under  the  special  seeds  and  plants  item  directing  the  expenditure  of  $40,000  for  the  purchase  and 
distribution  of  drought  resistant  field  seeds.  It  is  also  recommended  that,  these  funds,  less  $1,000  transferred 
to  statutory  roll,  be  transferred  to  the  appropriation  for  Purchase  and  distribution  of  valuable  seeds  and  made 
a special  proviso  in  place  of  the  foreign  seed  item  at  the  end  of  the  paragraph,  the  proviso  to  read  as  follows: 

“ Provided  further.  That  thirty-nine  thousand  dollars  of  which  sum,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  shall  direct,  may  be  used  for  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  drought  resistant  field  seeds  through 
the  Great  Plains  area  and  other  dry  land  sections  of  the  United  Slates.”

For  purchase,  propagation,  testing,  and  distribution  of  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  trees,  shrubs, 
vines,  cuttings,  and  plants;  all  necessary  office  fixtures  and  supplies,  fuel,  transportation, 
paper,  twine,  gum,  postal  cards,  gas,  electric  current,  rent  outside  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
official  traveling  expenses,  and  all  necessary  material  and  repairs  for  putting  up  and  distribut- 
ing the  same;  for  repairs  and  the  employment  of  local  and  special  agents,  clerks,  assistants, 
and  other  labor  required,  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere,  [two  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  dollars, 3 two  hundred  and  sixty-three  thousandnine  hundred 
dollars,  of  which  amount  not  less  than  [two  hundred  and  twenty-six  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  forty  dollars]  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars  shall  be  allotted 
for  congressional  distribution.

than  five  years  nor  less  than  one  year,  if  by  such  action  he  can  best  protect  the  interests  of  the 
United  States.  An  equal  proportion  of  five-sixths  of  all  seeds,  bulbs,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings, 
and  plants  shall,  upon  their  request,  after  due  notification  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
that  the  allotment  to  their  respective  districts  is  ready  for  distribution,  be  supplied  to  Sena- 
tors, Representatives,  and  Delegates  to  Congress  for  distribution  among  their  constituents,  or 
mailed  by  the  department  upon  the  receipt  of  their  addressed  franks,  in  packages  of  such 
weight  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  Postmaster  General  may  jointly  determine: 

Provided,  however,  That  upon  each  envelope  or  wrapper  containing  packages  of  seeds  the  con- 
tents thereof  shall  be  plainly  indicated,  and  the  Secretary  shall  not  distribute  to  any  Senator, 

Representative,  or  Delegate  seeds  entirely  unfit  for  the  climate  and  locality  he  represents, 
but  shall  distribute  the  same  so  that  each  Member  may  have  seeds  of  equal  value,  as  near  as 
may  be,  and  the  best  adapted  to  the  locality  he  represents:  Provided,  also,  That  the  seeds 
allotted  to  Senators  and  Representatives  for  distribution  in  the  districts  embraced  within  the 
twenty-fifth  and  thirty-fourth  parallels  of  latitude  shall  be  ready  for  delivery  not  later  than 
the  tenth  day  of  January:  Provided,  also,  That  any  portion  of  the  allotments  to  Senators, 

Representatives,  and  Delegates  in  Congress  remaining  uncalled  for  on  the  first  day  of  April 
shall  be  distributed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  giving  preference  to  those  persons  whose 
names  and  addresses  have  been  furnished  by  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  and 
who  have  not  before  during  the  same  season  been  supplied  by  the  department:  And  provided 
also,  That  the  Secretary  shall  report,  as  provided  in  this  act,  the  place,  quantity,  and  price 
of  seeds  purchased,  and  the  date  of  purchase;  but  nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  from  sending  seeds  to  those  who  apply  for  the  same.

Note  1.— There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  appropriation  of  $91,654,  but  adding  the  saving  in  salary 
of  three  forest  supervisors  at  $2,000  each,  amounting  to  86,000  transferred  from  the  lump  fund  to  the  statutory 
roll,  the  actual  increase  is  897,654,  as  follows: 

National  Forests:  The  appropriations  for  these  forests  for  the  fiscal  year  1913  aggregated  $1,838,787,  while  the 
estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  1914  aggregate  $1,838,001,  a net  decrease  of  $786,  but  adding  the  saving  in 
salaries  of  three  supervisors  transferred  from  the  Deerlodge,  Tonto,  and  Sitgreaves  forests  there  is  an 
actual  increase  of  $5,214.  The  increases  and  decreases  in  the  specific  appropriations  for  the  various  National 
F orests  are  due  to  changes  in  conditions  of  local  administration  and  protection.  The  provision  in  regard  to  the 
Black  Hills  and  Harney  National  Forests  which  restricts  the  exportation  of  forest  products  to  points  outside 
the  State  of  South  Dakota  has  been  omitted  as  it  seems  unnecessary  to  longer  continue  this  restriction.  The 
proviso  in  regard  to  the  Zuni  National  Forest  is  also  omitted  since  it  is  continuing  legislation. 

Additional  National  Forests:  An  increase  of  $25 ,000  is  submitted  for  additional  National  Forests  created  under 
the  act  of  Mar.  1,  1911,  to  provide  for  administration  and  protection  of  the  additional  lands  to  be  acquired 
during  the  next  year,  amounting  approximately  to  400,000  acres.  The  addition  of  the  words  “Created  or” 
in  the  first  line  of  the  item  is  to  make  it  applicable  to  the  administration  and  protection  of  the  land  previously 
acquired,  the  administration  and  protection  of  which  is  provided  for  in  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1913. 

Agriculturall  and  classification:  An  increase  of  $75,000  is  submitted  to  enable  the  Secretary  to  carry  out 
this  law.  Unless  sufficient  funds  are  provided  for  this  purpose,  the  object  sought,  namely,  to  promote  settle- 
ment, will  not  be  obtained.  A new  proviso  has  also  been  added  in  regard  to  patents  issued  for  lands  acquired 
under  any  of  the  public-land  laws  which  are  located  within  the  limits  of  the  National  Forests.  This  has  been 
done,  as  it  is  often  difficult  to  foresee  the  need  for  reserving  rights  of  way  which  will  be  necessary  for  the  han- 
dling of  timber  and  other  products  of  the  National  Forests.  Many  instances  have  already  occurred  where  pat- 
ents have  been  issued  for  lands  which  control  the  natural  outlet  for  large  bodies  of  timber.  In  listing  lands  for 
settlement  under  the  act  of  June  11,  1906,  such  needs  can  sometimes  be  foreseen  and  the  necessary  right  of  way 
excepted  in  describing  the  land,  but  even  with  this  class  of  entries  it  is  often  difficult  to  tell  in  advance  just 
where  the  right  of  way  should  be  located.  In  order  to  obviate  this  difficulty  and  protect  the  public  interests 
it  is  recommended  that  a reservation  of  the  right  to  locate  t.he  necessary  rights  of  way  should  be  made  in  the 
issuance  of  patents  for  lands  within  the  boundaries  of  the  National  Forests. 

Survey,  etc.,  of  lands:  The  item  of  $35,000  for  surveying  and  listing  lands  within  forest  reserves  chiefly 
valuable  for  agriculture  lias  been  omitted. 

Fighting  forest  fires:  There  is  no  change  in  the  amount  of  this  subappropriation,  but  the  following  words 
have,  been  added:  “And  preventing,”  making  the  item  read  “For  fighting  and  preventing  forest  fires  and  for 
other  unforeseen  emergencies.” 

Maintenance  and  supplies:  An  increase  of  813,000  is  submitted  and  will  be  used  mainly  for  furnishing  sur- 
veying instruments  ana  similar  equipment  for  the  field  work  of  land  classification  and  for  the  replacement  of 
field  equipment  worn  out  in  service.  The  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1912  for  the  purchase  of  supplies 
and  equipment  was  $198,080,  and  the  amount  appropriated  for  1913  was '$155, 000,  a reduction  of  $43,080.  The 
amount  appropriated  for  1913  is  inadequate  to  supply  the  requirements  of  the  service,  and  unless  the  amount 
is  increased  for  the  fiscal  year  1914  the  work  will  be  hampered  through  the  lack  of  necessary  supplies  and 
equipment. 

Forest  products:  There  is  no  change  in  the  amount  of  this  appropriation,  but  the  following  language  has 
been  omitted:  “ And  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  investigate  the  best  methods  of  distillation  of  Douglas 
fir  and  other  northwestern  species  of  fir  and  timber,  and  ascertain  the  yields  of  distillates  of  various  species, 
and  the  refining  and  commercial  use  of  the  distillates.” 

National  Forest  range  investigations:  An  increase  of  $5,640  is  submitted  for  additional  salaries  in  carrying 
on  experiments  and  investigations  of  range  conditions  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  range  and  increasing 
its  carrying  capacity. 

Silviculture,  National  Forests:  There  is  no  change  in  the  amount  of  this  appropriation. 

Management  of  forests:  There  is  no  change  in  the  amount  of  this  appropriation. 

Market  and  miscellaneous  investigations:  An  increase  of  88,S00  is  submitted  to  cover  the  expenses  of  tem- 
porary draftsmen  in  preparing  maps  and  atlas  sheets  for  recording  the  results  of  grazing  reconnoissance  and  for 
the  additional  map  work  incident  to  the  acquisition  of  lands  under  the  act  of  Mar.  1,  1911. 

Improvement  of  National  Forests:  There  is  no  change  in  the  amount  of  this  appropriation.  The  absence 
of  adequate  trails  in  the  heavily  timbered  areas  of  the  forests  entails  an  increase  in  the  actual  cost  of  fire  fighting 
and  also  contributes  to  the  destruction  of  timber  of  great  value  which  can,  with  proper  facilities,  be  saved  for 
beneficial  use  by  the  people  of  the  country.

That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  reimburse  owners  of  horses,  vehicles, 
and  other  equipment  lost,  damaged,  or  destroyed  while  being  used  for  necessary  fire  fighting, 
trail,  or  official  business,  such  reimbursement  to  be  made  from  any  available  funds  in  the 
appropriation  to  which  the  hire  of  such  equipment  is  properly  chargeable. 

Note.— It  is  extremely  desirable  that  the  above  provision  be  enacted  into  law.  In  fighting  forest  fires  the 
Forest  Service  depends  very  largely  upon  being  able  to  hire  horses  and  conveyances  which  may  be  necessary 
for  the  transportation  of  men  and  supplies.  It  often  happens  that  owing  to  the  hazardous  nature  of  this  work 
and  the  danger  of  injury  to  horses,  vehicles,  or  other  equipment,  the  owners  of  such  equipment  decline  to  fur- 
nish it  in  the  absence  of  any  guarantee  of  return  in  good  condition,  and  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  secur- 
ing the  necessary  means  of  transportation  at  times  when  it  is  most  needed  for  the  protection  of  the  national 
forests. 

That  hereafter  the  employees  of  the  Forest  Service  engaged  in  office  work  in  cities  or  towns  outside 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  in  forest  supervisors'  offices,  or  who  are  assigned  to  permanent 
duty  in  Alaska,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  without  additional 
expense  to  the  Government,  be  granted  leave  of  absence  not  to  exceed  thirty  days  in  any  one 
year,  which  leave  may,  in  exceptional  and  meritorious  cases  where  such  an  employee  is  ill,  be 
extended , in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  not  to  exceed  thirty  days  additional 
in  any  one  year. 

Note.— Since  the  establishment  of  the  six  district  offices  in  the  West  and  the  laboratory  at  Madison,  it  has 
been  found  that  the  restriction  in  leave  of  absence  to  15  days  has  worked  considerable  hardship  upon  the  em- 
ployees doing  clerical  and  office  work.  In  a very  large  number  of  cases  the  employees  were  transferred  from 
the  Washington  office  and  they  are  frequently  transferred  from  one  district  to  another  to  meet  the  administra- 
tive needs  of  the  service.  This’  results  in  the  majority  of  employees  being  stationed  at  points  distant  from  their 
homes  which  they  usually  desire  to  visit  cjuring  their  vacations,  and  in  order  to  do  this  and  get  the  needed 
amount  of  rest  with  only  15  days’  leave  it  is  almost  universally  necessary  for  the  employees  to  take  an  additional 
15  days’  leave  without  pay.  On  this  account  it  is  often  difficult  to  properly  fill  vacancies  by  transfer  for  the 
reason  that  the  employees  best  qualified  for  the  position  decline  to  make  the  change  because  of  the  15-day 
restriction  in  leave  of  absence.  In  the  case  of  employees  on  the  Alaskan  forests  the  15-day  period  of  leave  also 
works  a great  hardship,  as  it  is  impossible  for  a person  employed  in  Alaska  to  visit  his  home  and  return  to  work 
within  the  time  allowed.

Note  1. — There  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  above  appropriation  of  $118,600,  but  adding  the  saving  in  salaries 
of  1 supervising  clerk,  $2,500,  3 clerks,  at  $900  each,  and  1 sampler,  $1,200,  amounting  to  $6,400,  transferred  to  the 
statutory  roll,  the  actual  increase  is  $125,000.  An  increase  in  the  force  of  a number  of  the  branch  laboratories 
throughout  the  country  is  urgently  needed.  New  problems  in  connection  with  the  commerce  in  foods  and 
drugs  are  constantly  pressing  for  solution.  It  is  necessary  to  take  up  constructive  field  work  for  the  purpose  of 
helping  manufacturers  solve  problems  which  interfere  with  their  compliance  with  the  food  and  drugs  act. 
Such  investigations  not  only  give  information  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  the  act,  but  also  point  out  to  the 
manufacturers  the  practicability  of  their  complying  with  the  act  and  the  steps  which  are  necessary  for  them 
to  take.  This  loads  to  material  progress  in  the  manufacture  of  foods  to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned.

Note  1.— There  is  an  apparent  increase  m the  above  appropriation  of  864,520,  but  adding  the  saving  in 
salary  of  two  employees  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  there  is  an  actual  increase  of  866,400,  as  follows: 

An  increase  of  85,000  is  recommended  for  soil  fertility  investigations  to  provide  for  biochemical  work  con- 
nected with  the  transforming  and  formation  of  soil  humus  by  soil  organisms.  The  large  scope  of  the  work  in 
soil  fertility  problems  has  made  it  impossible  heretofore  to  do  justice  to  this  important  branch  of  the  work, 
namely:  The  study  of  the  changes  organic  matter  goes  through  in  the  soil  and  the  agencies  which  bring  about 
these  changes.  In'  order  to  devise  suitable  methods  of  prevention  or  eradication  of  injurious  substances  and 
formation  of  beneficial  substances  in  soil  humus,  the  organic  substances  isolated  from  soils  must  be  studied  in 
regard  to  their  origin  or  reason  for  their  occurrence. 

An  increase  of  $10,000  is  recommended  to  provide  for  the  extension  of  the  exploration  of  the  kelp  beds  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  especially  along  the  Alaskan  coast,  and  the  change  in  wording  is  to  enable  the  bureau  to  investi- 
gate the  proper  methods  of  preparing  and  distributing  fertilizers  from  natural  and  artificial  sources  to  make 
the  material  more  valuable  as  soil  amendments  and  more  readily  available  to  farmers. 

An  increase  of  $31,400  is  requested  to  extend  the  work  of  the  soil  survey  to  meet  the  continued  and  insistent 
demands  for  information  regarding  soils  and  the  possibilities  of  their  improvement  by  State  departments  of 
agriculture,  State  experiment  stations,  schools  of  agriculture,  boards  of  trade,  agricultural  organizations,  and 
associations  of  farmers. 

The  sum  of  820,000  is  recommended  to  enable  the  Bureau  of  Soils  to  assist  the  Forest  Service  in  the  examina- 
tion and  classification  of  soils  located  within  the  forest  reserves  with  a view  of  determining  whether  they  are 
more  useful  for  forestry  or  for  agricultural  purposes.  The  Forest  Service  has  called  for  such  assistance  and  advice 
from  time  to  time  beyond  the  limits  of  our  present  resources,  andit  is  estimated  that  it  will  require  at  least  this 
additional  amount  to  provide  them  with  the  necessary  soil  experts  to  make  the  examinations  they  require  to 
carry  out  their  duties  m the  elimination  of  agricultural  lands  from  the  forest  reserves.

Activities. — The  following  list  of  areas  for 
which  petitions  are  on  file  for  soil  sur- 
veys in  the  various  States,  together 
with  such  others  as  may  be  petitioned 
prior  to  the  actual  selection  of  work  to 
be  undertaken,  constitutes  the  data 
from  which  the  activities  will  be  select- 
ed for  the  fiscal  years  1913  and  1914. 
The  actual  selection  of  areas  to  be  sur- 
veyed can  only  be  made  intelligently 
at  about  the  time  work  is  to  start.  The 
selection  depends  on  the  judgment  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the 
bureau  officials  as  to  the  particular 
needs  of  the  several  States  in  relation  to 
the  amount  and  distribution  of  the 
work  already  done,  and  what  this 
shows  as  to  the  distribution  and  char- 
acter of  the  soils  in  the  States;  it  de- 
pends upon  the  amount  of  money  and 
number  and  training  of  men  the 
States  are  able  at  the  time  to  devote  to 
cooperative  work;  it  depends  upon  the 
density  of  population,  the  present  and 
prospective  development  of  agriculture, 
the  interest  of  the  citizens,  the  exist- 
ence of  accurate  base  maps,  the  season 
of  the  year  suitable  for  field  work,  the 
weather  conditions  which  may  retard 
or  advance  the  rate  of  work  previously 
undertaken,  and  other  conditions  which 
have  to  do  with  the  classification  and 
mapping  of  soils.  For  these  reasons  it 
is  not  possible  to  say  with  any  exactness 
what  will  be  expended  in  any  State, 
much  less  what  areas  will  be  selected, 
or  what  amounts  will  be  expended  in 
the  several  areas  in  each  State,  as  this 
will  depend  not  only  on  the  action  of 
Congress  but  upon  the  wish  and  action 
of  the  various  States  over  which  neither 
Congress  nor  the  department  has  any 
direct  control ; 


— The  following  areas  were  sur- 
veyed in  whole  or  in  part  during  the 
fiscal  year  1912,  the  actual  amount  cov- 
ered being  about  123,114  square  miles.

Activity. — In  the  appropriation  bill  for  the 
fiscal  year  1913,  the  Forest  Service  is 
charged  with  the  duty  of  examining  and 
classifying  the  lands  in  the  National 
Forest  Reserves  with  a view  to  eliminat- 
ing the  lands  chiefly  valuable  for  agri- 
culture. In  complying  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  law,  the  Forest  Serv- 
ice has  called  upon  the  Bureau  of  Soils 
to  furnish  experts  to  investigate  and 
classify  the  soils.

Note  1. — Considerable  old  language  is  omitted  from  the  above  appropriation  as  shown  in  brackets,  and  new 
language  is  added  as  indicated  in  italics.  These  changes  are  recommended  in  order  to  make  the  several  para- 
graphs sufficiently  comprehensive  to  include  in  specific  terms  all  of  the  activities  of  the  bureau. 

The  increase  in  the  appropriation  is  §42,250,  as  follows: 

An  increase  of  $9,400  for  deciduous  fruit  insects  is  submitted  in  order  to  provide  for  several  new  and  important 
lines  of  work,  especially  nursery  insects  and  fumigation  practiced  in  the  United  States,  and  parasitic  and 
predatory  insects  affecting  orchard  insects;  also  the  enlargement  of  the  cranberry  insect  investigations  hitherto 
confined  to  Wisconsin,  so  as  to  include  the  cranberry  insects  of  the  Atlantic  States. 

An  increase  of  §5,000  is  recommended  in  cereal  and  forage  insects  to  enable  the  investigation  of  certain  insects 
affecting  the  seed  of  alfalfa  and  the  growing  alfalfa  plant,  which  are  just  coming  into  prominence  as  pests. 

An  increase  of  §2,840  in  southern  field  crop  insects  is  submitted  to  provide  additional  funds  for  the  investi- 
gation of  the  cotton  red  spider  and  the  probable  spread  of  the  Argentine  ant  into  Florida. 

An  increase  of  §5,250  in  forest  insects  is  recommended  to  enable  the  starting  of  new  field  stations  in  portions 
of  the  Western  States  where  there  is  urgent  need,  and  where  the  bureau  has  not  hitherto  been  able  to  estab- 
lish stations. 

An  increase  of  S5,000  in  truck  crop  and  stored  product  insects  is  submitted  for  additional  urgent  work  on 
sugar-beet  insects  and  the  onion  tlirips,  and  to  take  up  the  important  investigation  of  the  potato  tuber  worm, 
which  is  rapidly  spreading  over  the  country. 

An  increase  of  §1,000  for  bee  culture  is  submitted  for  investigations  and  experiments  on  the  wintering  of  bees. 

An  increase  of  §3,500  in  citrus  fruit  insects  is  recommended  for  the  establishment  of  additional  field  stations 
and  additional  facilities  for  field  work  on  insects  affecting  the  orange,  lemon,  and  grapefruit,  etc. 

An  increase  of  §10,260  in  miscellaneous  insects  is  submitted  to  enable  more  extended  investigations  of  the 
insects  affecting  the  health  of  man  and  domestic  animals,  including  studies  of  the  insects  which  may  be  con- 
cerned in  the  carriage  of  pellagra  and  infantile  paralysis  of  man,  and  of  the  different  species  attacking  domestic 
animals;  also  to  provide  enlarged  facilities  for  the  introduction  of  beneficial  insects  from  other  countries  not 
cared  for  in  appropriations  previously  recommended.

A net  increase  of  54,100  is  submitted  for  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  but  adding  the  saving  of  salary  of  one 
clerk;  at  S900,  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  the  actual  increase  is  $5,000,  and  is  to  provide  for  the  increase  of  busi- 
ness in  relations  with  agricultural  experiment  stations  and  the  publication  of  reviews  of  the  literature  of  agricultural 
investigations  in  the  Experiment  Station  Record. 

An  increase  of  $5,000  is  submitted  for  the  insular  experiment  stations  in  Alaska  to  reestablish  the  live-stock  inves- 
tigations interrupted  by  the  volcanic  eruptions  of  June  6,  1912,  and  of  the  $15,000  estimated  for  the  insular  experi- 
ment station  at  Guam,  which  is  the  same  amount  as  this  fiscal  year,  it  is  desired  to  use  not  to  exceed  $2,000  for  the 
purchase  of  land,  and  the  wording  of  the  item  has  been  changed  accordingly. 

An  increase  of  $7,240  is  submitted  under  farmers’  institutes  and  agricultural  schools  to  enable  the  department 
to  more  fully  meet  the  demand  from  the  States  and  Territories  for  advice  and  assistance  in  organizing  agencies,  etc., 
and  especially  to  prepare  publications  in  which  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  will 
be  presented  in  form  for  the  use  of  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  rural  schools.

Note  1.— There  is  an  apparent  increase  of  $166,740  in  the  above  appropriation,  but  taking  into  consideration 
the  saving  in  salaries  of  1 clerk  at  $1,440,  1 clerk  at  $1,260,  1 laboratory  helper  at  $840,  and  1 laboratory  helper 
at  $720,  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  there  is  an  actual  increase  of  $171,000,  as  follows: 

A net  increase  of  $31,500  is  submitted  for  inquiries  in  regard  to  systems  of  road  management,  but,  adding 
the  saving  in  salaries  of  1 clerk  at  $1,440  and  1 clerk  at  $1,2G0  transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  the  actual  increase 
is  $34,200.  The  demands  made  upon  this  branch  of  the  work  are  increasing  so  rapidly,  and  the  need  of  addi- 
tional employees  to  carry  on  this  educational  work  of  the  office  is  so  urgent,  that  additional  experts,  collabo- 
rators, and  lecturers  are  needed  for  the  purpose  of  making  traffic  and  economic  studies,  delivering  lectures, 
demonstrating  the  best  methods  of  road-making,  and  for  carrying  on  maintenance,  administrative  and  man- 
agement investigations,  and  on  account  of  the  additional  duties  contingent  upon  new  legislation  enacted  by 
the  last  session  of  Congress.  The  office  has  several  sets  of  models  illustrating*  the  best  methods  of  road  con- 
struction and  maintenance  and  the  standard  types  of  bridges.  These  models  have  been  used  with  excellent 
results  at  expositions,  State  and  county  fairs,  road  conventions,  and  on  special  railroad  trains.  The  demands 
for  these  exhibits  are  so  numerous  and  urgent  as  to  make  it  desirable  that  funds  be  provided  for  additional 
employees  to  construct  and  demonstrate  these  exhibits.  The  office  is  also  engaged  in  economic  study  of  road 
problems  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  including  questions  of  administration,  financing,  traffic,  and  main- 
tenance. In  order  that  complete  data  along  these  lines  may  be  collected,  compiled,  correlated,  and  published 
as  speedily  as  possible,  and  in  order  to  gather  additional  information  required  by  Congress,  additional  em- 
ployees should  be  provided. 

An  increase  of  $89,660  is  submitted  for  investigations  of  the  best  methods  of  road  making  and  maintenance. 
This  division  of  the  work  has  been  accomplishing  a great  deal  of  good  through  the  giving  of  expert  advice  on 
road  construction  and  maintenance,  but  the  present  force  is  inadequate  to  meet  the  large  and  increasing 
demands  being  made  upon  it  and  to  gather  the  additional  information  required  by  new  legislation  enacted 
by  the  last  session  of  Congress. 

A net  increase  of  S10.580  is  submitted  for  investigations  of  the  chemical  and  physical  character  of  road 
materials,  but,  adding  the  saving  in  salaries  of  one  laboratory  helper  at  $849  and  one  laboratory  helper  at  $720 
transferred  to  the  statutory  roll,  the  actual  increase  is  $12,149.  The  changed  conditions  brought  about  by 
motor  traffic,  the  increasing  need  of  better  roads,  and  the  demand  for  more  complete  and  precise  information 
regarding  the  numerous  varieties  of  dust  preventives  and  road  binders,  and  the  necessity  for  further  and  more 
satisfactory  standardization  of  methods  of  testing  such  materials,  will  require  an  increased  expenditure  for 
the  proper  maintenance  of  the  laboratories.  The  routine  work  of  the  laboratory  is  increasing,  and  it,  together 
with  the  different,  lines  of  investigation  in  road  materials,  including  cement,  sand,  clay,  gravel,  and  concrete, 
renders  it  advisable  to  provide  for  greater  facilities  in  the  nature  of  assistance  and  equipment  for  carrying  out 
these  investigations. 

An  increase  of  $30,000  is  submitted  for  conducting  field  experiments,  and  is  for  the  purpose  of  continuing 
the  making  of  road  tests  of  various  materials  and  methods  of  construction,  and  in  order  to  make  comparative 
tests  of  and  lo  develop  road  equipment.  This  practical  experimental  work  is  of  the  greatest  importance  in 
studying  and  investigating  the  relative  merits  of  the  different  types  of  road  construction,  particularly  those 
types  calculated  to  eliminate  the  dust  nuisance  and  to  produce  a dustless  road.  It  is  extremely  desirable  to 
exercise  some  sort  of  control  or  supervision  over  the  roads  subsequent  to  the  experiments  that  are  made,  in 
order,  by  continuous  observations,  to  properly  estimate  the  value  and  cost  of  the  experiments.  A large  part 
of  the  amount  estimated  will  be  used  to  purchase  crude  materials  in  sufficient  quantities  to  permit  of  the 
experimental  treatment  of  short  sections  of  road,  and  for  the  installation  of  such  mechanical  devices  as  are 
found  necessary  in  developing  and  evolving  new7  designs  for  road  equipment. 

An  increase  of  $5,000  is  submitted  for  administrative  expenses  in  order  to  properly  care  for  the  normal 
increases  in  the  stationery  and  other  office  supplies,  telegraph,  telephone,  express,  office  equipment.,  etc. 

The  designation  of  the  “Office  of  Public  Roads”  has  been  changed  to  “Bureau  of  Public  Roads.”

Enforcement  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act — Continued. 

Note.— This  is  an  increase  of  $50,000  and  is  needed  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  act.  Foreign  quarantine 
at  ports  of  entry  should  be  under  the  control  of  the  Federal  Government.  It  has  been  necessary  during  the  past 
year  to  conduct  this  quarantine  at  ports  through  State  quarantine  officers  and  with  the  aid  of  experts  delegated 
from  different  bureaus  of  the  department  to  meet  emergencies.  This  is  a very  unsatisfactory  system,  giving  no 
Federal  control  over  the  permanence  or  personnel  of  the  force,  and  does  not  give  the  efficiency  which  the  proper 
enforcement  of  the  act  calls  for.  The  cost  of  port  quarantine  may  be  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  State  salary 
roll  for  the  port  guardians  of  the  State  of  California  amounts  to  some  $18,000.  This  is,  however,  the  principal  item 
of  expense  in  quarantine  work,  as  much  of  the  quarantine  is  in  relation  to  the  exclusion  of  fruit  flies  and  other  similar 
pests  from  Pacific  coast  ports.  There  is,  however,  additional  expense  connected  with  Pacific  coast  ports  of  other 
States  and  some  legitimate  items  of  expense  at  eastern  afid  other  ports.  During  the  busy  season,  which  is  one  that 
occupies  two  months  in  the  spring  and  two  months  in  the  fall,  is  is  necessary  to  keep  one  or  more  agents  working 
in  connection  with  customs  officials  at  New  York.  The  office  expenses  in  Washington  during  the  past  year  fiave 
been  met  by  detail  from  different  bureaus,  but  should  be  charged  to  the  quarantine  fund.  This  includes  the  salaries 
of  an  executive  clerk  and  two  competent  clerks  or  stenographers,  with  such  travel  and  other  incidentals  as  may 
be  necessary.  Fifty  thousand  dollars  is  the  least  sum  under  which  this  quarantine  work  can  be  properly  conducted.

Refund  to  Depositors  Excess  of  Deposits,  National  Forests  Fund — 

That  all  money  received  after  July  1,  1907,  by  or  on  account  of  the  Forest  Service  for  tim- 
ber, or  from  any  other  source  of  forest-reservation  revenue,  shall  be  covered  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  a miscellaneous  receipt;  and  there  is  hereby  appropri-

Note. — An  increase  of  S37.500  is  submitted.  Of  this  amount  $12,500  is  required  for  farmers’  bulletins  to  supply 
the  present  allotment  of  these  publications  to  the  43  additional  Members  of  the  Sixty-third  Congress,  and  $25,000 
is  required  for  the  printing  and  binding  of  the  department  aside  from  the  Weather  Bureau  and  for  farmers’  bulle- 
tins. During  the  month  of  June,  1912,  the  printing  fund  was  practically  exhausted,  resulting  in  the  suspension 
of  the  printing  of  numerous  publications  and  administrative  blanks,  blank  books,  etc.  The  increase  recom- 
mended is  less  than  the  amount  of  charges  for  the  work  that  could  not  be  ordered  or  completed  by  the  printer  dur- 
ing the  preceding  year  on  account  of  insufficiency  of  funds,  which  amount  must,  be  defrayed  from  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  present  fiscal  year,  thereby  reducing  the  amount  available  for  printing  for  this  year  to  that  extent.
